COUNCIL OF STATES 

The following Bill was introduced i:i the Council of States on the 7th 
December, 1953: — 

Bill No. XXVIII of 1953 

A Bill to extend certain laws to the areas which, prior to the commencement oj 
the Constitution, were administered as excluded or partially excluded areas 
and which, on such commencement, were absorbed in certain States. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Absorbed Areas (Laws) 
Act, 1953. 

2. D e fl n t t t° n8 * — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “ absorbing State ”, in relation to an absorbed area means 
a State specified in the heading of the Schedule in which that absorbed 
area is specified ; 

(b) “ absorbed area ” means an area specified in column 2 of the 
Schedule. 

3. Extension of laws. — The Acts specified in column 1 of each of 

the Schedules and all rules, notifications, orders, schemes, forms and bye- 
laws made thereunder, as in force in the absorbing State specified in the 
heading of that Schedule, arc hereby extended to, and shall be in force in 
the absorbed areas specified in column 2 of that Schedule. " ’

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In the States of Bihar, Bombay, Orissa, Uttar Pradesh and W es t Bengal, 
there are certain areas which were known as excluded or partially excluded 
areas before the commencement of the Constitution and which after suOh 
commencement have been amalgamated with the regular districts of the 
States. Under section 92 of the Government of India Act, 1935, no Cen- 
tral or Provincial enactment could apply to these areas unless the Governor 
by notification so directed. Accordingly a number of Central laws did not 
operate in these areas. As they have betr merged in the regularly adminis- 
tered areas of the State concerned, it is considers d recessary that oil Cen- 
tral laws should operate therein uniformly. The Bill, seeks to achieve this 
purpose.
